le On 10 June 1952, a Soviet medical, tean, i consisting of 30 Soviet surgeons and 
“10 Soviet nurses, was east of Kusong (125015, 39=59) (XE~9228) at approximately 
XE=-931282, The team was charged with visiting the counties of North Pyshgan 
Province to give medical aid and to prevent infectious diseases among the popu= 
lation. The team was divided into groups consisting of two physicians and one 
nurse, each group being assigned to one county. The team used medicine and 
surgical instruments brought from Russia and made no charge for medical services. .

2,. In June 1952, a Hungarian medical team, consisting of 20 persons divided into 

' 3 clinics, was at the following points in North Pyongan Province to give 
medical aid to North Korean civilians and wounded North Korean soldiers: the 
53 Clinic at ChUngju (125-13, 39-42} (XD-9096); the 171 Clinic at Sunan 
(125-lil, 39-12) (¥D23251j20); and a clinie at Sunch’om (125-56, 39-25) (YD-5267). 


Usenglian (sic) Medical Team* 


3e In Jone 1952, an Uaenglian medical team, consisting of 20 dasueiie physicians, 

- Lo Vaenglian nurses, and 100 Korean assistants, was in South Pyongan Province 
at Mankytngtae, 3 where it had been since August 1951. The teamwas charged 
with giving medical aid to wounded North Korean soldiers, The team maintained 
an ambulance clinic at Mankydngtae and approximately 2,000 wounded soldiers 
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were under treatment by the team in June 1952. Medicine and surgical instruments 
used by the team were brought from its own country. ; 


Foreign Troops and Foreign Aid Goods 


In late January 1952, the strength and nationality of foreign troops aiding 
North Korea were as followss 47 Chinese Commmist divisions, 5 Mongolian 
divisions, 1 Czechoslovakian medical battalion, and 3,000 Soviet advisers. 
The amount of foreign=-aid goods sent to North Korea by that date and their 
contributors!were as follows: 3,000 tons of food from India (F-4},, 1,000 
tons of food from Hungary, 200 tons of clothing from Rumania , and 30 tons 


of medicine from Czechoslovakia,
